FIRST BIGBATTLE 


On Land is Expected to 
Definitely 


Determine China's Attitude. 


St. Petersburg, March 21—In gov- 


ernment circles there exists a strong 
belief that the question as to whether 
China will observe her neutrality un- 
dertakings will depend largely on the 
result of the first heavy land fighting. 
A big victory by the Russian army, it 
is believed, will Insure the quiescence 
of the Celestial empire but there are 
grave fears as to what might happen 
in event o£ signal Japanese success in 
the early stages of land operations. 


The recent naval success of Japan 


has not greatly Impressed the Chinese, 
but if the Russians should sustain a 
really disastrous defeat on land the 
Chinese might suddenly be 
aroused, 


whether with the connivance or even 
with the consent 
of the 
Japanese, 


against Russia and perhaps 
against 


nil foreigners. 
Russia's present plans 


are based on an appreciation 
of su- 


preme importance of the first 
land 


battle, and no fighting 
on a 
large 


scale will take place, if it possibly can 
be avoided, until the Russians— feel 
morally certain they can deal the ene- 
my a crushing blow.

KOREA'STOSITION 


Russian Foreign Office Says Country 


is Not Considered Belligerent. 


St. Petersburg, March 21—The for- 


etfin office gives an absolute denial to 
the statement telegraphed from here 
that Korea is regarded as a belliger- 
ent. 
Russia has previously explained 


that she holds- all acts.of. Korea since 
the declaration of her neutrality as be- 
ing under Japanese duress and unless 
the Korean government formally mod- 
ifies the position that she has 
joined 


with Japan aiid'takes tip arms Russia 
will consider her neutral. But any Ko- 
rean troops which 
actually impede 


Russian movements or join the enemy 
will be considered as Individual bellig- 
erents without reference to their na- 
tionality.

minister Ht Pellin has demanded the 
withdrawal of all Chinese troops north 
of the Great Wall is also incorrect. As 
cabled Russia has made

RETREAT FROM ANJU 


Said to Be According to the Russian 


Plan. 


St. Petersburg, March 21—Zhillnskl's 


confirmation of the reports that Rus- 
sian outposts had abandoned 
Anju 


upon the approach of. the Japanese in 
force caused uo surprise here as such 
action Is in accord with the Russian 
plan of, campaign. The Russian skir- 
mishing and advanced 
posts 
were 


thrown forward 'solely for the purpose 
of harrasslng and worrying the Jap- 
anese outposts. 
Falling back as Jhe main body of 


the enemy moved "forward . until the 
strong positions at Yalu 
river 
are 


reached. There may be some 
lively 


skirmishing as the Japanese advance, 
but the Russians are resolved to avoid 
a decisive engagement until certain of 
victory.

LANDANDSEA 


Attack Reported in Prdgross at Port 


Arthur. 


London, March 21—A number of ru- 


mors are printed In. the 
newspapers 


this morning (Tuesday) 
but 
they 


must be accepte'd. with great reserve. 
The Telegraph's • Tolclo correspondent 
cables that newspaper the report of 
the Japanese occupation of Port Ar- 
thur after a combined land and sea 
attack on Saturday and Sunday. It is 
asserted a division of-Japanese landed 
on Lao Tung peninsula Saturday and 
engaged the Russians -near Port Ar- 
thur, while the.'fleet bombarded from 
Saturday evening until Sunday morn- 
Ing. The same correspondent reports 
a sharp encounter at Chyong 
Syong 


(on the Yalu river), in which Russians 
lost 600 killed or wounded. 


The Chronicle's Shanghai 
corres- 


pondent hears from New Chwang that 
the Japanese have crossed Taung Pass, 
40 miles from Hal-Cheng, and that a. 
collision occurred with the Russians. 


The Mall's Tien Tsin correspondent 
reports that the Kataeka, a Japanese 
merchant und Russian spy, has been 
assassinated by being burled 
alive. 


The Japanese auHtpritles 
.disavowing 


any knowledge of/the assassins. 


ICE IN THE WAY. 


Prevents Japs from • Landing Near 
Port Arthur. 


Chefoo, March 21—A large fleet of 
Japanese transports, having on board 
two divisions of troops, with a com- 
plement of rapid fire field guns, is 
standing .off and on the coast 50 miles 
north of Port Arthur. 
' 
The transports, attempted a landing 


at Helena bay, but "failed' on account 
of the thick loe.-y 
- 
This column.is, of course, intended 


to attack Port Arthur in the rear. 
Helena bay la about midway be- 


tween Port Arthur 'and New-Gbwang, 
and the railway*Hina "within six miles 
ot tt 


The weather having thwarted, 
the 
Japanese landing, energetic measures 
are now being taken by the Russians 
to prevent a descent on Helena Bay 
and to baffle any attempt to cut the 
Russian communications between Port 
Arthur and Manchuria. 


News has been received from Port 


Arthur that several officers 
of the 


garrison, under the strain caused by 
the bombardment and by 
reverses, 


have committed suicide. 


Fifty soldiers have been shot for at- 


tempted desertion in the past 
fort- 


night. 


The total number of casualties in 


the town to date are 26'5. The popula- 
tion is demoralized; the weather 
in- 
tensely cold. 


An elaborate system of barbed wire 


barricades, based on the South African 
plan, has been constructed around the 
land approaches to the town, 
where 


dynamite mines have been laid, too. 


The guns from the disabled battle- 


ships have been mounted behind new 
earthworks. A cargo ef cattle 
has 


been landed and three more 
cargoes 


are anxiously expected. 


These advices state that the Rus- 


sians are now making elaborate prep- 
arations to hold New-Chwang. Their 
plan is to withdraw and 
burn 
the 


town If the Japanese attack. However, 
a few temporary forts have been erec- 
ted back of the town. 


The Russians will make their first 


firm stand at Liaoyang, where rein- 
forcements are arriving nightly. 


Nothing has reached here to con- 


firm the report that a battle has taken 
place on the Yalu, in which the Rus- 
sians are alleged to claim that they 
captured 1800 prisoners. . The report 
Is discredited. It Is known that there 
have been slight skirmishes 
between 


scouts, but no battle has taken place. 


It is believed 
that Marshal Nodzu 


who commands the right wing of the 
Japanese army in Korea has no de- 
signs against Vladivostok. To his pres- 
ent force of 65,000 men, 45,000 
more 


will be added, probably by the middle 
of next month. 


It is impossible to state the precise 


numbers which Gen. Linevitch can op- 
pose to Nodzu's army, because 
the 


number of recent reinforcements have 
been kept secret. But three weeks ago 
Linevitch disposed of 32,400 men with 
54 field guns. It is expected, however, 
that by the middJe of April, when all 
the Japanese forces will be ready to 
advance against the right flank of 
the"Russians, Linevitch will meet them 
with 14,000 men, 
which will 
leave 


about 80,000 for the defense of the rail- 
way, 
for protecting the banks of the 


Yalu and for garrisoning Vladivostok 
and Port Arthur. 


REPAIRS TO JAP SHIPS. 
Paris, March 21—A correspondent 


of the Figaro at Rome says the Jap- 
anese legation there announces repair 
to the Japanese fleet actively pro- 
ceeding that the vessels may be ready 
to meet the Russian Baltic fleet. .The 
battleship Mlklsa and Patsus and the 
armored cruiser Iwate are jn. dock, as 
are also several cruisers and torpedo 
boats. Bombardments 
ot 
fortified 


places are improbable at present. Es- 
pecially as the artillery equipment of 
several battleships is being changed. 


THE PASS AGREEMENT. 


Supreme Court Again Decides It is 


a Bar to Damages. 
Washington, March 21—The United 


States supreme court today again de- 
cided that persons traveling on rail- 
roads rriay not secure damages in case 
of accident when they ride on passes, 
and the decision w«nt to the extent of 
applying the principle to such pas- 
sengers who are not familiar with the 
contract usually printed on the back- 
of passes.

rain which flooded nearly every cellar 
In the town. 
The path of the tor- 
nado was narrow, about two blocks 
of the business portion -of the town 
being damaged. 
Two other towns, 


Corden and Alma, are said to be con- 
siderably damaged. 
According to re- 
ports tonight, several houses in both 
places have been wrecked, but the ex- 
act extent of the damage Is not known. 


The grocery store of Al Enzley, In 


the business part of this place 
was 
wrecked by the storm. 
John Nolzen, 


a clerk, was fatally 
injured In 
the 
wreck of Enzley's grocery in Higgins- 
ville. 
It is estimated that 2,000 win- 


dows were broken and more than fifty 
houses unroofed here.

withhold until the report on the case 
has been completed for presentation 
to the house. " 
While the committee has voted to 


give out no details of the case at pres- 
ent it is known that the charges on 
which the testimony was taken include 
thosu of being absent JJr.om his fir- 
cult; being a non-resident of his dis- 
trict; imprisoning a lawyer in a con- 
tempt proceedings; 
Imprisoning- the 


son of a litigant, also for contempt 
of court, and refusing to hear certain 
witnesses in cases before him, alleging 
he would not believe witnesses under 
oath. 
The last impeachment proceedings 


were those of Andrew Johnson. 
Only 


three federal judges have 
been im- 
peached. These were Judge Pickering, 
New Hampshire; Judge Case, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Judge Peck, Missouri. 
The . proceedings, 
against 
Judge 


Swayne, if carried to the senate, un- 
doubtedly will .delay for several weeks 
the adjournment of the present ses- 
sion of congress. 
If the senate de- 
cides against Swayne, the penalty at- 
tached to the decision is loss of 
his 


judgeship.

The fire started among a lot 
of 


twine in the basement from an un- 
known cause, 


The first dlsuovery of the fire wag 


at 10; 30 o'olook Monday morning, but 
employes threw out a quantity of the 
twine and thought they had 'put put 
the fire, The fire department made no 
Investigation, 
At !»:« the twine was found again 


to be on fire, and before an alarm 
oould be turned In the basement was 
in a bluiie and fire was shooting up 
the elevator shaft, 
' Within half'an hour after the fire 
was < discovered, the four walls of the 
building had fallen in. 


A general alarm was turned In, but 


the fire department could do no more 
than save adjoining property, chief 
of which was the freight depot of 
the Southern railroad, 


. Several freight cars standing on the 
tracks were Ignited, and, blazing, wera 
hauled away by a switch engine. 


While the flromen were fighting the 


fire, the team attached to ladder truck 
No. 2, stationed a block away, started . 
to run. They dragged 
the 
heavy 
truck for five blocks, turning two 
corners without accident 
and ended 
their run by driving the tongue of the 
truck into the side of a street oar at 
Missouri and Colllnsvllle avenues, The 
truck was not badly damaged, and tb« • 
horses were not hurt.

Below the room there was no damage 
to the chimney but the house suffer- 
ed in other ways Every bit of the 
spouting was torn off and on three 
sides of the house in the gables the 
weather boarding was torn from the 
studding 


The lightning plays freaks fully equal 


to some of the strtinge stories told 
about cyclones There viere evidences 
of that in the gairett Scattered about 
that place were a lot of splinteis torn 
from the lath of the celling and fiom 
some of the rafters. 
The way these 
pieces littered the garret gave the im- 
pression that there was no current 
or direction of the lightning straight 
through the house but that its force 
was after the whirlwind stlye. 
The 
fact that the gable ends on the north, 
south and east sides of the house were 
bursted out seemed to bear out that 
idea- 


Splinters torn from the lath and 


rafters were jammed into the rafters 
a distance of one and a half Inches 
These splinters were not any larger than 
a straw and while they were firmly 
imbedded when they were withdrawn 
they were soft and had the appearance 
of having been twisted.

There were holes punched In the 


celling of the loom in the noitheast 
corner of the second story. These holes 
were such as might have been made 
with a heavy pol3 Much of the plas- 
tering was torn loose fiom the lath 
but did not fall to the flooi. 


There weie two points of exit for 
the lightning—one at the 
northeast 
corner and the other at the southwest 
corner of the main part of the house 
At the latter place theie had been 
a heavy water barrel. This was over- 
turned and three 01 four of the staves 
were broken squarely in two All the 
way down that side of the house the 
water spouting had been torn away. 


At that place too the foundation of 
the house was cracked but there were 
no marks to show where the lightning 
had entered the ground This was con- 
sidered strange for the ground had 
been struck with such force that soft 
earth had been splashed to the eaves 
which are more than twenty feet from 
the ground. On the south end of the 
house from the ground to the roof 
were splashes of mud mixed with bits 
of glass 


The second point of exit, on the 


northeast corner of the house, was 
rrtore clearly marked 
on the house 
pjopir The lightning evidently went 
down between the plastering and the 
outsWe of the wall until it reached the 
frame of a door opening on a porch to 
the cast. That frame was shivered and 
broken all about the top but at its 
base showed no 
signs 
of damage. 
Crawling under the porch one could 
see where the boards beneath the wall 
had been broken and pieces of them, 
se-veral inches long were driven point 
down into the earth. A serein floor at 
that place was warped badly and its 
hinges were twisted from the, wall 


The window in the south end of the 
second story was broken That is in 
the southwest corner of the house. 
There the glass was all thrown Into 
the room There was a window glass 
bioken from the second story room in 
the northeast corner of the house and 
there all of the glass was blown out 
on the roof of a porch. 


Warden said that he felt no effects 


of the electricity except that he seem- 
ed to be lifted from his bed He said that 
he was awakened by the noise and that 
the room seemed to him to be filled 
with fire. He realized at once what 
had happened and ran outside to SRC 
if there was any fire on the roof and 
•when he saw none hastened Into the 
garret and made a close inspection 
there There was no sign of fire. 


Mrs Warden and her little girl were 
sleeping In another rooml in the north- 
east corner of the house. Mrs. Warden 
felt the effects of the shock for some 
time after the house Vfas struck and 
foi an hour her daughter suffered from 
nervousness to such an extent that 
she could not hold still, her body and 
linnbs twitching convulsively. 


Mrs. Warden said that 
to her It 


seemed that a big ball of fire crossed 
the room from the south to- the north 
and that the entire house was filled 
with small balls of fire. 


The chimney above 
the roof was 


wrecked and the bricks were scattered 
In every direction, some of them near- 
ly one hundred feet away. The watch- 
man at the bridge company's shops, a 
short distance north of the house, was 
looking iii that direction when the 
lightning struck and he said that it 
seemed to himi that as the bricks went 
flying through the air they Wipe ajl 
red hot. Al! of the persons who were 
in that neighborhood declare that the 
report was simply deafening. 


Mr. Warden, who Is a contracting 
builder, at once began the work of re- 
pairing the damage which had been 
sustained by the house. In addition 
to torn and splintered boards there was 
acme loss Inside because a torrent ot 
rain followed and the house was flood- 
ed through the hole about the chimney 
In the roof.

PHYSICAL TRAINING IN JAPAN, 


System Regularly Followed For Age* 


Ha* Made Hardy Race. 


The belief in physical training has 
really been a matter of quite modern 
growth in England; but as it •was 
slow to come, it came with a rush. For 
we seem to have been taken with 
a positive mania for physical train- 
ing, and there is as much danger of 
our overdoing it as there was of neg- 
lecting what we know to be essential 
to health. Let us take a lesson from 
the hardy little Jap, who is the embod- 
iment of "wlrlness," and who seems 
Incapable of fatigue, though bis sus- 
tenance is only a few grains of rice. 
The Japanese have practiced a sys- 
tem of physical exercise for over 2,- 
500 years, and to this is due the splen- 
did physique which enables them to 
withstand fatigue. 
They have been 
called the "healthiest, strongest and 
happiest men and 
women 
in the 
world," and the credit for this must 
be given to jlu jltsu, the system refer- 
red to. 
There are no less than six different 
systems of jiu jltsu, but every one Is 
based on diet and the healthy state 
of the body. Every muscle Is brought 
Into development and hardening by the 
system, which means "muscle-break- 
ing"—a term that does not express 
the fact. Four years are needed for the 
full development of the system; years 
of regular patient practice; and grad- 
ualy the pupils begins to feel Its in- 
fluence. The most Interesting part la 
that which deals with the daily hablta 
ol the student of jlu jltsu. 
Twice a. day he will bathe, if he 


would Imitate hie Japanese teache:«, 
a gallon of pure water will be con- 
sumed during the twenty-four hours,* 
and he win eat no meat Rice come* 
tint ia importance as an element of 


diet, next comes vegetables, fish and 
fruit, meat being scarcely ever used. 
Fresh air, naturally is .absolutely es- 
stntlal not only to jiu jitsu but to 
good health and vigor in Japan, as 
elsewhere, and a special study is made 
of the Influence of deep breathing up- 
on the student. 
But what will surprise most people 
is that something mostly needed bey- 
ond all these—ejuanlmity of temper— 
Is essential The reason of this Is that 
there are too many trjcka, which are 
dangerous to life and life, to be en- 
trusted to a person whose passions 
might overpower 
his 
judgment.—
